This instant invention is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the invention 
described in Patent number 6,041,315 to Pollin. This invention teaches the combination of 
generating an installment plan for payment of a purchase price transmitting the installment plan 
and generating acceptance of the installment plan as recited in independent claims 69, 80, 103, 
and 118. Pollin only teaches an automated payment system comprising of a payment plan and 
does not teach or suggest generating an installment plan for payment of a purchase price, 
transmitting the installment plan, and generating acceptance of the installment plan.
